The  uniformity  with  which  our  family  has  been  engaged  in  agricultural  pur- 
suits as  well  as  their  general  tendency  to  occupy  the  frontier  portions  of  the 
country,  has  been  already  mentioned.  The  desire  to  have  places  of  abode  in  fee- 
simple  has  been  almost  universal  with  our  neorlej  hence,  as  numbers  inoreas-d. 
the"  small  possessions  in  the  more  populous  districts  have  l)een  given  up  for  the 
unclaimed  domain  further  west,.  In  conformity  with  this  custom  we  have  seen  that 
almost  the  entire  f ami lv,  after  a  residence  of  half  a  century  in  North  Carolina, 
emigrated  to  the  unoccupied  lands  north  of  "Mason  and  Dixon's  line,"  and  nearly 
all  settled  in  a  single  county  in  Ohio.  A  quarter  of  a  century  later  a  large 
number,  perhaps  three-fourths  then  connected  with  the  family  made  a  move  west- 
ward.  Some  settled  in  different  parts  of  Indiana,  still  more  settling  in  Illinois, 
while  some  crossed  the  Mississippi  to  "Black  Hawk's  purchase. 

The  general  prosperity  of  the  country,  and  the  increased  facilities  for 
traveling  since  the,  have"  had  their  effect,  and  our  people,  instead  of  moving  in 
solid  columSrare  scattered  far  and  wide  throughout  the  western  states  and 
territories.

"CHILDHOOD  MEMORIES" 


"A  narrative  of  pioneer  life  as  remembered 
from  childhood"

How  dear  to  my  heart  are  the  scenes  of  my  childhood,  when  fond  re- 
collections present  them  to  me.  Grandfather's  Iowa  farm,  the  orchard,  sheep, 
c  ows,  horses  and  mules  in  the  pastures.  Big  barns  and  many  many  eggs  to  gather 
too.  As  T  find  T  am  the  oldest  living  decendent  of  our  g  rand  parents,  Amos 
and  Elizabeth  Hockett,  T  take  the  liberity  of  writing  this  little  bit  of  history, 
that  T  rememher  so' well.  Tt  only  takes  a  few  years  at  that  age  to  make  a 
difference  in  our  child  memories.  T  remember  with  pleasure  living  there,  and 

Aunt  Linn  and  Uncle  ""ill  and  I  going  to  school  together,  while  my  father, 
Grandfather  and  two  uncles  come  to  Rooks  county,  Kansas,  to  locate  homes 
for  the  Amos  Hockett  families.  Grandfather  had  9  living  children.  Several 
of  them  married  and  more  to  marry  and  Gaandfather  said,  "I  can't  help  yoi 

all  get  a  start. "  But  we  can  all  sell  out  and  go  together  out  west  and  get 
a  start  there."  Then  later  the  excitement  of  disposing  of  property,  getting 
everything  ready,  covering  wagons  to  travel  inj  In  late  summer  of  1878,  all 
met  at  Grandfather's  place  the  last  night,  and  started  west  next  morning. 

There  was  a  train  of  9  covered  wagons  one  light  wagon  with  Grandfather's 
black-smith  tools  and  other  necessary  articles,  h   or  5  extra  horses.  Also 
started  with  20  head  of  cows,  soon  sa.u»  tkoX  was  wrong,  and  all  camped,  while 
the  men  disposed  of  the  cattle,  then  all  went  on,  hot  following  paved  roads, 
but  trails  an»d  not  many  of  them.  The  farther  we  came,  more  excitement. 
One  day  Grandfather  on  his  saddle  horse  riding  ahead  came  riding  back  fast  to 
see  that  each  wagon  had  tobacco  handy  saying,  "The  Indians  are  coming.  Treat 
them  all  fine  and  when  they  ask  for  tobacco,  give  it  to  them.  Then  he 
rode  on  and  soon  here  they  came,  when  they  met  Grandfather  he  met  them  with 
a  cheer,  they  circled  him  and  his  horse,  with  their  horses  and  war  hoops, 
come  on  down  the  train  and  got  their  tobacco,  then  circled  Grandpa  again 
yelling  and  waving  us  all  to  go  on,  go  free,  go  free,  go  free  and  away  they 
went.  TVere  we  glad  to  see  them  go? 

One  night  later  we  camped  6ot  in  tourist  camps  as  now,  but  public 
camp-grounds,  after  getting  camped,  found  Indians  were  camped  just  across 
the  creek  from  us,  some  of  the  women  made  a  "John  Lewis"  strike  and  wanted 
to  walk  out,  but  decided  to  stay.  My  father's  wagon  was  back  next  to  the  road. 
I  was  left  to  care  for  the  children,  especially  my  baby  sister  Minnie,  while 
the  women  were  all  up  at  the  camp  fires  preparing  the  meal.  Each  wagon  had 
bis  grub  boxes;  all  were  taken  out  at  camp  time  and  ours  was  too.  Soon  I 
saw  3  old  Squaws  coming  up  the  road  going  to  a  house  to  beg  and  the  road  was 
not  far  f_rx>m-me.  I  fired  all  the  kids  up  to  camp  and  to  tell  my  Daddy  to_ 
come  guick.  I  put  the  baby  in  the  grub  box,  shut  the  lid  and  sat  down  on  it, 
Brave  as  "Buffalo  Bill".  Dad  came  running  down,  asked  me  if  I  was  scared,  M 
T  trembling  all  over  said,  "NO  I  saved  the  baby  the  Indians  did  not  get  her. 
Dad  said,  '•where  is  she?"  IT  got  up,  told  him,  he  threw  the  lid  opem,  grabbed 
her*  out,  almost  black  in  the  face  and  nearly  gone.  "Te  kept  on  traveling 
through  prairie  fires,  and  all.  T|Vhen  my  Dad,  Grandfather,  and  uncles.were  out 
locating  places,  they  put  up  a  sod  house  on  our  place  also  rented  a  big  dug- 
out down  on  the  creek  about  \  mile  from  our  place  to  mcve  in  when  we  got 
there.  Before  starting  out  we  got  word  the  east  end  of  our  sod  house  had 
fallen  out,  guess  the  carpenters  got  in  a  hurry.  My  sister  Lura  heard  them 
talking  about  the  east  end  falling  out.  On  the  road  out  folks  would  say, 
"Where  are  you  headed  for?"  Lura  would  always  say  "To  Kansas,  but  the  east 
end  has  fallen  out."  On  we  wen£  and  the  last  week,  the  bunch  began  coming 
down  with  Scarlet  Fever,  and  a  sick  mess.  Some  were  very  sick  Uncle  Dock 
Hudson,  Evan  and  Linn  were  very  sick.  Grandpa  was  a  good  doctor  and  once 
we  rented  a  house  and  laid  over  a  couple  of  days.  Finnally  after  5  weeks 
on  the  road  we  got  to  the  dugout  32  in  number  of  our  company  moved  in  2 
cook  stoves  in  back  end,  then  strung  tables  and  seats  through  the  middle  in 

day  time,  at  night  tables  ar.d  seats  qutj  each  family,  go  to  their  wagon  and 
get  their  beds  for  their  family,  a™a  them  go  to  De«  right   on  the  floor 


clear  along  both  sides  with  a  walk  between. 

Soon  all  the  men  go  busy  and  put  the  "east  end  of  Kansas"  back  in  and  some 
moved  in  there.  And  all  got  busy  building  a  place  on  each  place  in  which  to 
live.  Evan,  Linn  and  Till,  all  unmarried.  In  a  few  years  Evan  and  Linn 
married  then  later  Till.  Yes,  we  older  ones  remember  very  hard  times  the  first 
few  years.  All  trying  to  raise  crops,  gardens  and  everything  to  make  it  go. 

I  remember  many  times  Uncle  Jim's  and  my  folks,  and  other  times  others 
would  get  together  and  eaeh  one  put  together  what  them  had  left  from  drouth 
and  grasshoppers,  Peas,  beans,  cabbage  or  something  of  garden  stuff  and  make 

a  mess  for  all.  But  say,  we  had  to  eat  so  many  white  beans,  J  do  not  for- 
get that  or  eat  beans  now  either.  The  gravy  is  still  good  but  ho  beans. 
We  went  to  Aunt  Mag's  one  day,  yes,  it  was  beans  for  dinner,  and  Milt  and  I 
got  the  rest  of  the  children  all  lined  up  and  each  took  a  stick  over  our 
shoulder  and  when  dinner  was  called  we  marched  in  line  in  the  kitchen  round 
the  table  and  out  again  singing,  "beans  for  breakfast,  beans  for  dinner,  beans, 
for  supper,  beans,  beans,  beans;  beans,  beans,  the  musical  fruit  the  more  you 
Rat  the  4ore  you  toot.  Say,  they  should  have  given  us  a  ggod  licking,  but 
the  sad  look  on  Mother's  and  Aunt  Mag's  faces  was  worse  for  me  to  remember 
than  any  whipping.  "Ves,  I  could  tell  you  many  interesting  tilings  but  I  must 
not  take  more  time  now.  ""Then  we  first  got  to  Kansas  we  had  to  go  to  Mount 
Ayre,  2?  miles  for  our  mail,  and  on  to  what  was  then  known  as  Rills  City, 
for  every  thing  either  we,  or  the  horses  had  to  eat.  The  men  would  bunch  up 
women  and  children  the  take  several  teams  and  wagons  and  go  for  feed  and 
provisions  usually  about  a  week.  One  trip,  coming  home  they  had  to  fight 
prairie  fires  and  come  through  some;  till  the  men's  beards  and  hair;  and 
horse  main  and  tails  were  burnt  bad  enough.  But  this  did  not  last  long  till 

Grandpa  and  the  boys  got  busy  and  got  a  store  and  post  office  at  Old  Motor 

Codel  now.  Then  school  houses  and  the  church  up  north  of  Grandfather's, 
and  for  a  few  years  the  old  stork  dropped  more  babies  in  Rooks  county  than 
flies  round  a  garbage  can.  But  say  now,  where  is  there  a  father  and  mother 

with  a  good  home,  lots  of  stock  of  all  kinds  and  no  debts,  and  make  the  Sfc 
sacrifice  for  their  children  and  grand  children,  then  Amos  and  Elizabeth 
Hock&tt  did  to  give  them  all  a  chance  for  a  start  in  life.   I  wonder  if  it 
was  realizing  that  spirit  that  instilled  in  me  a  liking  for  the  west.  I 
always  wanted  to  get  to  the  Rockies,  and  here  T  am.  Our  Orandparen  ts  were 
not  only  good  to  their  own,  but  anyone  who  really  needed  help,  got  it.  Let's 
all  try  and  f  ollow  their  example.  I  believe  in  it,  and  really  try  to  follow 

it;  and  I  hope  you  all  do  too;  This  old- world  is  too  changeable change 

from  long  skirts  to  nearly  no  skirts,  now  back  again,  some  from  bloomers  to 
men's  pants;  and  too  many  change  the  golden  rule  from  the  old  to  the  new. 
The  old — (Do  unto  others  ad  you  would  be  done  by.")  The  new — (Do  others  before 
they  do  you.)  Yes,  I  am  old.  fashioned — I  believe  in  good  times  and  am  also 
a  firm  believer  in  religion.  T  can't  preach,  and  I  do  not  argue  religion, 
or  politics,  but  T  do  try  and  live  my  religion  every  day.  I  have  always 
worked  hard,  but  have  lived  a  happy  life.  I  have  two  fine  children  and  the$r 
f  amilies.   "J.  J."  and  I  lived  5o|  happy  years  together;  now  he  is  gone  and 
T  am  alone.  I  have  to  do  the  best  I  can  until  I  go  to  him*  again. 

A  lot  of  you  remember  our  grandparents  in  later  years,  after  I  lest  them, 
but  T  expect  that  I  remember  the  earlier  years  better  than  the  most  of  you  do. 
Most  of  you  remember  my  grand  parents  on  the  other  side  of  the  house.  I  feel 
I  am  proud  of  2  things  in  my  life.  One  is  my  Irish  nlood  from  the  other  side 
and  now  how  many  of  you  are  proud  of  your  Hockett  blood?  T  sure  am,  and  T 
feel   nike  they  are  all  with  4s  here  today  in  spirit,  and  I  wish  it  had  been 
possible  for  eveiry  one  of  the  Hockett  descendents  living  today  to  have  been 
here  with  us  today don't  you?
